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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 1 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 USC 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject 
matter because these are method or process claims that do not transform underlying subject 
matter (such as an article or materials) to a different state or thing, nor are they tied to a 
particular machine. For example, claim 1 recites "setting in a computer simulation of the brain", 
and there is no positive recitation of a particular machine. See Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 
184 (1981) (quoting Benson, 409 U.S. at 70); Parker v. Flook. 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978) 
(citing Cochrane v. Deener, 94 US. 780, 787-88 (1876)). See also In re Bilski (Fed Cir, 2007- 
1130, 10/30/2008) where the Fed. Cir. held that method claims must pass the "machine-or- 
transformation test" in order to be eligible for patent protection under 35 USC 101. 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed to a computer readable medium that do 
not appear to provide a useful concrete and/or tangible result.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are: Regarding claims 1-5, within the preamble of claim 1, 
provided is a brain current source method for estimating, based on an electromagnetic field 
observed outside a scalp, a position of a current source. However, the method of detecting an 
electromagnetic field is not positively recited within the limitations of the claim language, 
providing a gap in the method of estimating a position of a current source. 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: A gap within the body of claims 1 1-20, in which no 
positive recitation of an apparatus has been provided in order to observe and electromagnetic 
field outside a scalp.
